First Time In History 
Legislative Halls Have 
Been Closed To A Mem- 
ber Of State Cabinet. 


TALLAHASSEE, May 20.— Co- 
lin Englith, State superintendent 
of education, was barred from the 
Sendte-chamber Tuesday-for fight- 
ing with (Senator.Raymond Shel- 
don of Tampa last Friday. 

‘The Senate adopted’ a formal 
resolution charging English. with 
“insultiig and attacking” Sheldon 
‘God it Genied to him “the privilege 
Gt the floor and the gallery” for 
the remainder of - this session, 
Which ends June 4, 

Senator Sheldon was held “free 
from fault" in the fight: that oc- 
curred in English's capitol office 
after Sheldon had said on the Sen- 
at floor that’ “the school book 
racket" should be investigated. 

It ts the first time in history 
that such an action has been 
taken against an elécted member 
of the State Cabinet. 

‘The Senate adopted its resolu- 
tion in-open session after two 
meetings behind closed doors when 
it’ assumably discussed the fight 
and heard a report from president 
Philip D. Beall of an investigation 
he made Friday and Saturday. 
‘There was no discussion for or 
against the resolution when it was 
Presented and read. The resolu- 
tion carried only the. designation 
“by a Senate committee,” and the 
identity of the author or authors 
was, not disclosed, 

Immediately afterwards, the 
Senate spread upon its officia} 
records a letter to President Beall 
in which English said “I trust that 
you and the members of the Sen- 
ate will accept my apologies for 
any reflections which you may 
feel have been cast upon- -your 
body as the result of” the fight in 


which neither man was, hurt.

in( written statements that each 
swung the first blow. The Senate 
said English's published statement 
was “grossly misleading. 
The Senate, declaring’ Sheldon 
“free from fault,” said “the insult, 
assult and battery on the part of 
Mr. English was, uuprovoked and 
wholly unworthy of one holding 
high public office h 
It also sald that- English called 
Sheldon to his ofice, “remonstrat- 
ed in an angry manner - about 
statements the Senator has made 
in debate . . . and called him a 
liar, which remark precipitated a 
Personal encounter.” 
It declared English, at the-time, 
“was surrounded by subordinates 
and intimates and Senator Sheld. 
on was drawn into the conference 
and insulted and attacked.”

Grade Labeling 
Cancelled By OPA 


WASHINGTON, May 20.— The 
office of price administration an- 
nounced Tuesday it has cancelled 
plans to require grade labeling of 
the 1943 pack of canned fruits and 
vegetables, 

Instead, OPA said, price maxi- 
mums will be based on grades, 
dealer “invoices “will show - the 
grades of the merchandise, and 
some method will be provided) 
consumers for ascertaining the 
grades, but canners will not haze 
to print the grade on thie label of 
the can itself. 

OPA sald that at one time it 
was convinced that printing of the 
ds of canned goods on the can 
label would ‘assist enforcement of 
Price control, but contended the 
new plan “will secure. in large 
Part the same * enforcement, ad- 
vantages as the marking of the 
grade on the label and should 
attopted” 
Organized consumer groups have 
advocated grade’ labeling as the 
best method for consumers to, 
know what they gre buying. 

Explaining the cancellation, 
OPA gald “strong opposition to 
grade” labeling has been envinced 
by cettain produters on the 
ground, among others, that the 
additional labor and expense in- 
volved in grade labeling would 
curtail production.” | 
‘The controversy reached a point 
at which congressional commit- 
tees took an interest in it, and 
one ‘of them, the house ‘agricul- 
tural ‘committee, voted against 
grade labeling the 1943 pack. 

‘The controversy also caused dis- 
agreements within OPA.
